to sell or care to buy, get in touch 
with me. 
We advise you to set out 
more tomatoes, if possible.

sociations are saving money on their 
production 
costs this season by ob­ 
taining their loans oil a budget lwtsis, 
according to figures released here to­ 
day by the production credit division 
of the Farm Credit Administration. 


The figures show that production 
credit associations iii T exas, although 
only recently organized, closed about 
2,010 
loans 
am ounting 
to 
approxi­ 
m ately $440,000 during the month of 
.March. 
Only $270,(HK) of this am ount 
w as paid out im m ediately to farmer- 
borrowers. 
The 
rem aining 
$170,000 
of this amount w as reserved for the 
budget accounts of individual borrow­ 
ers who w ill he paid tile proceeds of 
their loans as they need it for produc­ 
tion 
portiones 
during 
the 
season. 
Farm ers who have arranged to obtain 
this $170,000 iii future advances w ill 
not be charged interest on th is money 
until they start using it. 
Interest on 
loans m ade by he production credit 
associations 
are 
payable 
when 
the 
loan is due. 
Loans now being made 
by th e association lieur SC* per cent 
interest. 
The 
farmer-borrower 
m ay 
apply 
for a loan to finance his production 
costs for the entire season and receive 
an approval for the full amount, but 
as a result of his anticipating the ap­

Near the top of the list of measures 
th a t affect many plain people direct­ 
ly, stands the McLeod bill, by the 
term s of which depositors in broken 
banks will be paid thru federal aid, 
to the extent of $2,500. 
When one 
considers the number of depositors 
whose small savings lie dead within 
banking houses that did not weather 
the storm of a year ago, the good to 
bd accomplished, seemingly, by the 
passage of the McLeod bill, will be 
apparent. 
It is proper to refer to the 
advantage as being rile rely possible, 
since the 
adm inistration 
is 
under­ 
stood to favor the bill with restric­ 
tions only, if at all, and the president 
may lie right. 
Per contra, he may la* 
mistaken. 
The depositors will not be 
likely to side with him.

the McLeod plan may turn out to be 
one of the several things which, be­ 
fore they are disposed of finally, will 
measure the degree to which legisla­ 
tion can be directed fro mthe White 
House.

The C. C. C. went into operation so 
quietly that many have almost for- j 
gotten its existence, yet it was the j 
greatest movement of men from place 
to place that

His continued usefulness to the cause 
of prohibition and to his church, how­ 
ever, depends oil the verdicts of the 
other two juries. 
Despite tile court­ 
room acquittal, there are many who 
believe that th e -bishop's conduct has 
fallen something short of the plane 
on which men of his position are ex­ 
piated to move. 
Making all due al­ 
lowance for the feeling, political and 
otherwise, that he has aroused by his 
activities, the general view of him is 
that his course has not been marked 
by the high-mindediiess and the recti- 
tude that belongs to his cloth. 
So far as his influence is concerned 
the acquittal is perhaps of less value 
to him than a verdict of guilty would 
have been. 
The latter verdict would 
have enabled him to continue in the 
role of m artyr, so useful to men of 
his 
stamp. 
The acquittal 
deprives 
him of the* right to wear the m artyr’s 
mantle. 
It removes him from the 
stage. 
Considered in the light of the 
man’s personality, and career, it lacks 
the trium phant note that such a re­ 
sult ought to have,—W ichita Times.
